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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . This is in response to amendment received 1 1/12/04. Claim 1 has been 
amended and claims 1-2 have been examined and finally rejected below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Flannery (US 
4,468,818). 

In regard to claim 1 , Flannery teaches a head scarf (10) that is capable of being 
worn around the neck as a warmer. The head scarf (10) is an elongated cylindrical 
sleeve portion having an exterior face and an upper rim (see figure 4 and 4A). The 
exterior face having indicia (30, 15) suggesting the appearance of a character which 
includes eyes and facial features below the eyes. The indicia on the exterior face just 
below the upper rim of the garment includes facial features below the eyes, and not 
including the eyes (30).

5. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
animal balaclava hat (http://www.themouseworks.com ). 

In regard to claim 1 , animal balaclava hat teaches a hat including a neck warmer 
portion (see pictures). The hat is capable of being worn as pictured or the hat with neck 
warmer can be folded up so that the wearer has only the head covered and not the 
neck, further, the animal balaclava hat teaches that the wearer can push the hat portion 
back to make a neck warmer (see description). The neck warmer (as worn with the hat 
portion pushed back) is an elongated cylindrical sleeve portion having an exterior face 
and an upper rim. The exterior face having indicia suggesting the appearance of a 
character which includes eyes and facial features below the eyes. The indicia on the 
exterior face just below the upper rim of the garment includes facial features below the 
eyes, and not including the eyes (see pictures). 

In regard to claim 2, animal balaclava hat teaches the sleeve portion formed from 
a fleece material (see hat's description). 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 and 2 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
